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Chapter VI 


DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSIONS 


PERSISTENT ATTITUDES 


Children's literature published between 1780 and 
P5339 retlected the patterns of thought about the pursuit of 
games and pastimes in childhood which prevailed in 
contemporary middle class society in England. Despite the 
dIVersiGy Of Ideas which was characteristic of the time 
period and the conflict which existed in the reasons upon 
which authors based their beliefs about the pursuit of 
games and pastimes in childhood, the attitudes which they 
Held. were more notable ior their similarities than 
ditferences. Individual authors sexhibated the EngJash 
tCalente 1or compromise+ and UsUal iy pO tmayVed sell eiSeatia 
values drawn from more than one of the prevailing patterns 
Of thought, Evangelicalism, Philosophical Radiealism,

faithoin them: Undoubtedly some semblances to the ideal 
boy and girl portrayed by the authors were observable 


among children known to them. 


Apart from the notable trend in the post World War 
[iserasto promote the same expectationsin games and 
pastames Por -giris=as well Vasvior™ boys, “there has been 
essciuraily iptlerchange, in thet beliers and values 
SUrTOUNGING adult attitudes. There exists today the same 
formal code of acceptable conventional manners, similar 
beliefs in associated moral values and comparable efforts 
Onethe part of those responsible for the education of 
children to both preserve and promote them. Good fchiidren 
Of the midetwentietl century, are still required evo pursue 
their games and pastimes without fighting, being rude, 
using bad language, or cheating and equally important. to 
have attended to their homework beforehand. If not, they 
are required to cease their play at a given time in order 
Goetubpr i such sa duty. They are expected to play theix 
earnest best to win fairly. As’ far as the adults are 


concerned, greater status is to be gained by being skilful

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It is hardly to be expected that among the authors 
of children's literature there would appear those who did 
not show some tolerance for the pleasure and delight 
children found in the pursuit of their games and pastimes.

This study has highlighted the value of children's 
books as an historical resource for the understanding of

down through similar processes to succeeding generations. 
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EPILOGUE 


The conception of this study was motivated by a 
desire to better understand children in their relationship 
to the pursuit of games and pastimes. Children’s books 
offered a source of information directly related to 
children which unlike other art forms seemed less liable 
tO Misinterpretation. Furthermore, the dimension provided 
by the authors of children’s literature was ome which could 
shed light upon the question of how adult ideas have been 


interpreted and communicated to the next generation.
